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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after Notice of Allowance mailed on 04/20/20 10. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 10/26/2010 has been 
entered. Claim 1 12 is amended. Claims 113-117 are new. Claims 1 12-117 are currently pending. 

2. Applicant's submission filed on 07/14/2010 was entered. Claim 112 was amended. 

3. Applicant's submission filed on 04/14/2010 was entered. No claim was amended. 

4. A NOA was issued on 01/29/2010. No additional claim amendment was received 
thereafter. Additional IDS received on 04/14/2010 is considered. The reasons for allowance as 
per NOA issued on 01/29/2010 still hold after the consideration of the IDS. 

5. As per Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences' Decision on Appeal 2008-002152 
dated 06/08/2009, claim 1 12 rejection was reversed. Claims 1-1 1 1 were cancelled. Further 
examination has determined that claim 1 12 is to be allowed. 

6. Applicant's further amendment received on 08/17/2009 was entered into record. Claim 
112 was amended. 

7. Amendment received on 1 1/30/2005 was entered. Claims 1 11-1 12 were new. 

Priority 

8. This application has no priority claim made. The filing date is 1 1/20/2001 . 
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Reasons for Allowance 

9. Claims 1 12-117 are allowed as amended above. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 112 was allowed as per Notice of Allowance issued on 07/26/2010. Applicant has 
further included additional claims 113-117 in current amendment for further examination. 
Examiner has reviewed the claim 112 change. It is as of Examiner's amended in Notice of 
Allowance issued on 07/26/2010. Newly added claims 1 13-1 17 are of same scope as previously 
allowed claim 112. Thus claims 1 13-1 17 are allowed for the same reasons as for claim 1 12 as 
before and now below. 

The closest prior arts of record issued to Momirov (US 6216167 Bl), Chauvel et al. (US 
6226291 Bl) and Bigham et al. (US 5544161 A) together fail to teach or suggest "a method for 
constructing a data packet having both a payload segment that carries data associated with a link 
layer (MAC) or network layer (IP) address and a header segment that has one or more fields, the 
method comprising: generating an address value based on the network layer address or link layer 
address at a transmitting terminal; formatting the address value; and populating the formatted 
address value into a field of the header that will be used as a selection criteria by a receiving 
terminal, wherein the selection criteria is established without the use of tables used to link a 
packet identification to a multicast network layer address" as argued by Applicant [See items A 
and C in section VII of Argument as per appellant's Appeal Brief Filed on 02/28/2007]. 
Applicant argues that Momirov has shown including additional IP, MAC and other protocol 
related information in a packet header that the receiving terminal may use the header as a 
selection criteria without having to access cross reference tables; the limitation of claim 112, i.e. 
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"wherein the selection criteria is established without the use of tables used to link a packet 
identification to a multicast network layer address" distinguishes the claimed invention from 
Momirov; and claim 1 12 is not of the same scope as claims 1-3,5 and 7-10 (see 3 rd paragraph on 
page 1 1 through 1 st paragraph on page 12 of Appeal Brief Filed). These arguments are 
considered persuasive as per Analysis in Patent Appeals and Interferences' Decision on Appeal 
2008-002152 dated 06/08/2009 and as per examiner's further examination and search results. 
Upon further reviewing of IDS items submitted on 04/14/2010, there is no significant new 
finding against the reasons for allowance as cited above. Independent claim 1 12 is thus allowed.
